Rfg-^irar Richard E. Me- 
Laughim offers advance sugges¬ 
tions to motor vehicle owners and 
operators preliminary to compul¬ 
sory inspection which -begins on 
Anri! 1 and runs through May 
lo. 

1. Have the front end of the 
vehicle checked for proper align¬ 
ment. (unusual snow, ice and 
road conditions may have caused 
hidden damage to steering and 
suspension components.) 

2. Examine tires for splits, 
breaks, and proper inflation, j 
(Rutts or holes may have dam-; 
aged them.) 

d. Check the electrical system 1 
— headlamps, tail lamps, stop I 
lamps and horn. (Look for acci¬ 
dent damage.) 

4. Clean dirt. sand, and salt 
from registration plates. (Re- 
f 1 ectorizat i on is an important 
safety factor.) 

5. Are windshield wipers giv¬ 
ing sufficient clear area for good ! 
vision? (Heavy snow and ice may 
have limited their function.) 

6- Are brakes working proper¬ 
ly? (Has water limited or de¬ 
stroyed their usefulness?) 

(. Check the exhaust system. 
(The underpart of the vehicle— 
-especially the muffler and the 
exhaust, pipe may have been dam¬ 
aged when striking or passing 
over sharp surfaces. Fumes may 
be seeping into car.) 

8- Watch out for excessive 
smoke emissions. (This would 
cause rejection at inspection 
time.) 

9- Check external sheet metal, 
bumpers, and fenders for any 
parts which protrude beyond the 
limits of the vehicle. (These must 
be corrected.) 

10. Check floor pans — espe¬ 
cially in older cars for corrosion 
and possible rust holes. (Expo¬ 
sure to sand and salt may have 
caused dangerous conditions.)

It is anticipated 
that previous hazardous operat¬ 
ing conditions will cause a tem¬ 
porary shortage of replacement 
suspension, exhaust system and 
lighting components on certain 
model vehicles and that repair 
facilities will be overburdened 
during the inspection period.

iThe first gasoline tax, called 
by some the “painless penny,” 
was levied in Oregon in Feb., 
1919, to provide money for high¬ 
way construction.. The late Loyal 
iM. Graham, the legislator who 
sponsored the tax measure,/said 
he never thought the idea would 
spread. But by 1929 every state 
and the District of Columbia had 
gasoline taxes, and the federal 
government joined them in 1932. 
The average state gasoline rate 
today is 6.8 cents a gallon; the 
federal levy 4 cents. 

Total state and federal motor 
fuel tax collections for 1969 will 
come close to $9 billion—more 
than the revenue derived from 
any other commodity. The cumu¬ 
lative total during the past half- 
century was more than $120 bil¬ 
lion.
